Note : The International Labor Office results from Part XIII of the treaty 
of peace with Germany and the similar parts of the other peace treaties. Its 
offices are at Geneva. Its support is derived from the budget of the League 
of Nations. Its organs consist of representatives of three elements in the 
following proportions: government, 50 per cent, employers, 25 per cent, 
workers, 25 per cent. Its publications are numerous, and the following 
digest aims to give a view of them. Each series can be specially subscribed 
for and there is also an inclusive subscription at $50 per year. 

Regular periodical publications 

I. International Labor Review. A scientific, popular publica- 
tion containing articles, statistics and information relating to 
labor and industry, of interest and value to employers, workers 
and Governments. It contains, in addition to articles for 
which the International Labor Office is responsible, contri- 
butions by well-known economists, employers, and trade 
union leaders of their views on the questions of the day. The 
Review appears in English and French. $5 per year. 
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II. The Official Bulletin. The weekly official journal of the 

Office, to supply information with regard to the activities of 
the International Labor Organization. It contains the texts 
of official documents, reports of meetings of the Governing 
Body and the various international commissions (on un- 
employment, emigration, etc.), as well as general information 
with regard to the progress of the work of the Office. It 
also contains particulars with regard to the action taken by 
the different nations, Members of the Organization, to give 
effect to the decisions of the Annual Conference. The 
Bulletin has appeared regularly in English and in French 
since September 8, and in German since October 20, 1920 
$2.50 per year. 

III. The Daily Intelligence. Notes on important current events 
relating to labor and industry; has appeared in roneod form 
in French since September 1, 1920; printed in French and 
English, since November 15, 1920. $17 per year.

(J) Education; (fc) Agriculture; (I) Maritime affairs. $20 per 
year. 

V. Bibliographical Series. Includes: (a) General bibliographical 

lists of publications, both official and non-official; (b) Special 
annotated bibliographies relating to particular subjects, such 
as the minimum wage, the 8-hour day, vocational education, 
employees' participation in industrial management, industrial 
hygiene, etc. $1 per year. 

VI. Legislative Series. This Series contains reprints and transla- 
tions of the texts of laws, decrees, orders, and regulations 
affecting labor issued in the different countries of the world. 
The series constitutes a continuation in a new form of the 
series published by the old International Labor Office at 
Basel. $4 per year.
